: The Irish Mails. 

We print to-day the of an inter- 
viéw between the Postmaster-General and 
a deputation from the Dublin Chamber 
of Commerce. The Chanjber called atten- 
tion to the. need for \improvement in 
the Irish mail services, and Mr. se cm 
gave a very sympathetic hearing, 
its complaints. Everybody in Deiitin 
knows the deficiencies of the mail service 
with Great Britain. The morning mail 
boat reaches Kingstown at 5.30 a.m. ; 
yet, as Mr. Hewat told the Postmaster- 
General, the mails are not delivered in 
Dublin until 11 o'clock, Again, the 
position im regard to the night mails 
from Dublin is unsatisfactory. Before 
the war the mails used be 
collected at six o'clock in the’ evening. 
Wow they are collected at five o'clock, and 
the consequent loss of an hour causes 
much inconvenience to business men. In 
the Provinces the lack of facilities is felt 
even more keenly than in Dublin. Mr. 
John Good cited the case of Cork, where 
the morning mail arrives at 1 p.m., just 
at the luncheow hour, and the afternoon 
mail leaves at 2 p.m. Another of Mr. 
Good's complaints was very timely. The 
Great Northern Railway has improved its 
services, and the Belfast mails now are 
quite satisfactory. There has been no im- 
provement in the South or Midlands for 
the past twenty years, and Mr. Good urged 
the great importance of railway reforms. 
Mr. Walsh’s promise to do his utmost to 
secure the necessary improvements is a 
good sign; and the prospect of even half 
an hour's delay in the despatch of the 
evening mails from Dublin should do 
much to ease the pressure in city business 
houses.

M. Poincare’s Position. 


M. Poincaré refuses bluntly to go to 
Genoa. The reactionary party in France 
is. determined that he shall .not be 
drawn into the Russo-German net which, 
it professes believe, has been set 
for him, and, as he owes his security 
of tenure in the Premiership to this 
party's patronage, he dare not run counter 
to its wishes. On the other hand, he is 
fully alive to the fact that a personal 
interchange of views with Mr. Lloyd 
George and other members of the: Genoa 
Conference is highly desirable from the 
French standpoint. Therefore, he has 
agreed to go so far as Nice in the hope 
that the party from Genoa will meet him 
there. Mr. Lloyd George, however, does 
not want to go to Nice, and his objection 
is upheld by many of his colleagues. Con- 
sequently, the friends of both sides are 
trying to bring about a compromise, and 
they propose now that M. Poincaré shall 
cross the Italian frontier to San Remo, 
whither the British Premier can journey 
without difficulty. An invitation has been 
sent to Paris; but, so far, no reply has 
bean received. Apparently the “ die- 
hard” party in France is opposed to any 
meeting with Mr. Lloyd George ; but, if M. 
Poincaré refuses to go to San Remo, he 
will compromise the cause of France ‘very 
badly. No good purpose can be served 
by the continuance of his long-range bom- 
bardments of Genoa, If he does not wish 
the world to believe that he is merely 
truing to wreck the Conference altogether, 
he must lose no time in meeting Mr. 
Lloyd George face to face.

Motor Drivers’ Licences. 


In view of the alarming increase in 
motor accidents which has been noticeable 
recently, the Irish public will welcome 
the action which has been taken by the 
Irish Automobile Drivers’. Union. The 
secretary of this body has sent a circular 
letter to the Borough and County Coun- 
cils throughout the country, requesting 
their assistance in an effort to secure a 
reform of the existing driving licence 
system. At “present almost anybody can 
get a licence to drive a motor car, and 
many of the serious accidents which occur 
so frequently are due to incompetent 
driving. The Drivers’ Union declares that 
every applicant for a licence ought to be 
compelled to undergo a test not only for 
proficiency in driving, but also for physica] 
fitness. We heartily concur with this con- 
tention. Nobody: should be allowed to be 
in charge of a motor car or motor cycle 
unless he, or she, has passed a careful 
Under the present system the 
qualified driver is at a serious disadvan- 
tage, and the pedestrian public is exposed 
to a constantly increasing risk. No 
town in Europe ‘suffers so much from the 

‘motor nuisance”? as Dublin’ and the 
main cause of the accidents is the 
dangerous speed at which inexperienced 
drivers dash through the city’s streets. 
A strict check on the issue of licence "es 
would remedy the evil at the source. We 
hope that it will not be long delayed.

ways been severely handicapped in educational 
matters. We never have had great public schools 
like Eton or Harrow, Rugby or Repton. The 
Royal schools, such as Portora and Dungannon, 
the schools on the Erasmus Smith foundation, 
and the denominational) schools belonging to the 
Presbyterian and Methodist bodies, all have done 
good work. There also have been some great 
schools conducted by private enterprise, and it 
is mainly with two of the latter ‘hat this article 


is coneerned. 

Tradition tells us of a famous Dublin school 
kept by the Rey, Dr. Flynn a century or so ago. 
The schools, however, now to be dealt with are 
Dr. Stackpoole’s, at Kingstown, and Dr. Wall's, 
at Portarlington. The former was founded 
about 1840. and continued until 1870. 
At his death Dr. Stackpoole left £30,000, 
which he made by his school during 
those thirty. years. A great school is always 
the creation bf one man, and the pig geen 
is like the poet, born, not made. The) neces- 
sary gifts for such a personality are something 
entirely apart from the power of acquiring 
erudition, Very learned men are often con- 
spicuous failures as teachers. Business quali- 
fications and a knowledge of human nature are 
the ideal headmaster’s best assets. 

Dr. Stackpoole was an ex-scholar of Trinity 
College, Dublin. He was no pedant, but a 
clever, practical man of the world. From small 
beginnings he built up his school until be 
gained for it a reputation second to none in 
the United Kingdom for the success of its 
pupils at the Indian Civil Service examinations. 
Although he specialised in this examination, 
not more than five per erent. of the 
boys educated at the Kingstown School 
were in the Indian Civil Service class. The 
rest of the boys in the school received a 
thoroughly sound training qualifying them for 
the University or professional life. The Kings- 
town School was no cramming shop; each class 
in it was taken one day in the week by the 
headmaster himself, who knew every boy and 
exactly what his capacity was. 

Dr. Stackpoole employed the best masters 
that could be procured, and an extraordinary 
staff they were. John Fletcher Davies, the 
translator of the Agememmon, and afterwards 
Professor of Latin in the Queen’ s College, 
Galway, had, with two or three assistants, 
charge of the Classics. Dr. Casey, afterwards 
Professor in the Catholic University, who was 
offered a Chair in Trinity College, taught 
mathematics. His books are still in use, and 
ae a teacher he had few equals. Mr. Rowles y; 
who edited the work on English literature in 
the Smith series, taught his special subject and 
composition ; while “modern languages and 
natural science each had also specialists. 

A pupil in the Indian Civil Service class paid 
£100 year for board and tuition, but bh 
was not accepted unless he had gone through a 
course of preliminary training, and was recem- 
mended as a diligent worker with good ability. 
Having such materia] to go on, great results 
were, naturally, to be expected, and everv 
vear three or four of the Kingstown school- 
ys were able to write LC.S. after their 
names. A slab in the Mariners’ Church, 
Kingstown, erected Uy old boys, testifies 
their gratitude to their headmaster. 

The present Lord Glenavv.was educated 
under Dr. Stackpoole, and his college career 
was most. brilliant. Most of the Indian class 
referred to are now knighted, and have re- 
tired on handsome pensions. ‘The lete Sir A. 
M. B. Irwi In, oí A ileabur v road ‘ was 
one of these, and at his examina- 
tion scored the highest marks obtained 
that year in Natural Science—something over 90

CATTLE EMBARGO, 


“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS:~ 


Sir Robert Borden, in the statement 
which he makes to us to-day, . protests 
against -the ‘undeserved stigma’”’ on, 
Canadian cattle; and claims the fulfilment 
of the pledge given to him and to Canada 
at the Imperial Conference five years ago. 
As to the existence of that pledge there is, 
of course, no question, The White Paper 
on the proceedings of the .conference—in 
which, besides the Chairman, Lord: Long 
(then Mr. Walter Long), Sir Robert 
Borden, and the Canadian Ministers (Mr. 
Rogers and Mr. Hazen) took part—places 
the matter beyond dispute. . 

At that conference Sir Robert Borden, 
Speaking as Prime. Minister of the 
Dominion, made it clear that the repre- 
sentatives of Canada had no wish to 
‘attempt any interference with the fiscal, 
policy of the United Kingdom; but what 
was felt in Canada was that a fiscal policy 
had been carried out under the guise of a 
sanitary regulation. “Thereupon,” ~he 
says, ‘the Minister for Agriculture 
entered into a definite agreement that the 
embargo would be lifted,’’ though it was 
understood that action would have to be 
postponed until after the war.

This milk 
is for expectant mothers, infants, a poor 
children under five.. They require the best of 
milk, as it is practically the only useful food 
they are likely to get. The locally-produced 
milk would come: from cows which, as well as 
the sheds, ete., are subject to the medical and 
veterinary inspection of the Council, 

I cannot believe that the Minister himself can 
be aware of the ruling. He has always shown 
himself in the Dublin Corporation to be on the 
side of good administration. This is a question 
far above party politics, and I hope that those 
better qualified than I am to speak of jhe 
hygienic aspect of the matter will do so and 
check cés se bened Bumbledom of the Custom 
House type at its inception. It is, of course, 
extremely unlikely that the LG.D. has any 
legal right to treat a district council on the 
same lines as a board of guardians, 

In conclusion, lest it might be suggested that 
I am in favour of milk “ profteers,’’ it. is only 
right to point out that dairy-owners who have 
to pay high County Dublin rates and rents 
cannot possibly compete with distant producers 
whose land may stand them as little as 10s. per 
acre yearly.

SERVICES. 


EARLY IMPROVEMENT 
EXPECTED.

A deputation from the Dublin Chambér of 
Commerce, consisting of Mr. William Hewat, 
Mr. John Good, D.L.,.J.P., and Mr. William 
Calwell, Secretary, waited on the Postmaster- 
General on the Ist instant, and represented the 
need for improving the present mail arrange- 
ments. 
Mr. Hewat said that his Chamber had in- 
terested itself for a number of years in 
endeavouring to effect an improvement in the 
mail services generally. These negotiations had 
been conducted with the British Administra- 
tion, and he could not say that they were very 
suceessful. The particular cause for complaint 
rested in the present unsatisfactory delivery of 
the English night mail. This mail arrives at 
Dun Laoghaire at 5.30 a.m., but correspondence 
is not delivered to the Dublin business. people 
until 11 a.m. He candidly could not see the 
necessity for such a late delivery, seei that 
the mails were in Dublin for five hours ore 
they were delivered. The Dublin people had 
also reason to complain because of the early 
night mail despatch. In pre-war times posting 
could be done up to 6 o'clock; now the hour 
is 5 o'clock, and this is unreasonably early. 
He wished to emphasise the need, in the first 
place, of getting letters‘delivered, if not as 
early as before, at any rate earlier than the 
present, and also to see if commercial houses 
could have the pron advantage of A later hour 
of posting for the outward hight mail. 
THE POSITION IN THE PROVINCES. 
Mr. Good dealt with the subject of mails to 
and from the provinces. The position generally 
had been very much worsened since the war. 
Day mails now reach cities like Cork and 
Limerick one hour later, and the return day 
mail despatch takes place about an hour earlier, 
so that there is thus a double restriction of 
facilities. The day mails in Cork are not de- 
livéred at present until 1 o'clock, which is the 
luncheon hour, and posting for the outward day 
mail must be made before 2 o'clock. In this 
way the present service is of very little advan- 
tage to the Cork community. In Limerick: the 
ition is even worse, as the mails reach there 
t hours later than before, and are despatched 
lá hours ‘earlier. He also cited the cases of 
Galway, Waterford, and Wexford, and urged 
that they should get back to pre-war arrange- 
ments as early as possible.

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REBUILDING OF CORK. 
we 
WORK OF THE COMMITTEE. 


A meeting of the Committee appointed by 
the Cork Corporation and approved by the Pgo- 
visional Government in. connection with the P- 
construction of Cork was held yesterday. 

Mr. Diarmuid Fawcett, of the Ministry of 
Economics, who presided, outlined the work of 
the Committee, and complimented the members 
on the work that they had already done. The 
scheme provided for expert assistance, and the 
Provisional Government had appointed Mr. 
Cullen, architect, of Dublin, and Mr. McCarthy, 
engineer, of Dublin, whose services would be at 
the disposal of the Committee. The nation was 
approaching a very perilous condition econom!- 
cally, and in his position in Dublin he was re- 
ceiving ce ET daily írom all parts of the 
country relative to unemployment and distress, 
which were the aftermath of two wars—the 
European war and the international war with 
England. 

The Provisional Government were doing every- 
thing possible to provide employment, and a 
sum was sent to the City Treasurer of Cork as 
the first instalment for rebuilding. Money 
would be paid from month to month as the 
work went on, and as it was required by the 
Committee on certificates of the responsible 
officials. The Corporation Commission had been 
appointed, and would review the amount of the 
decrees awarded in undefended cases, but in 
the meantime the Government had arranged 
that advances up to three-fifths of the amount 
awarded in decrees would be available, so as to 
expedite rebuilding. : i 

The Lord Mayor of Cork was appointed Chair- 
man of the Committee.
